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HOW TO MAKE A PEN. 


= OR that a Pen is the firſt thing we rake in hand in order ro this Art, though commonly the laſt thing taught in 
I Schools, and good reaſon why 3 for if we ſhould in the firſt place teach Youths to make a Pen, they would unad- 
riſedly, inſtead of that, cut their fingers, and ſo fruſtrate their defign for Writing : We therefore firſt treat on that 

= more for method'of compoſure than order of pradtice ; thus, Take a Quill that is round an4 clear, the firſt,ſecond, 
third or fourth in.the Wing, whoſe film, or thin ſkin being ſcraped off with the back edge of your Pen-knife,hold 
itin your left hand, juſt afrer the manner as it is placed in your other hand when you write, it being inverted, or 
with the feather-end from you, then cur off as much in lengrh as it is in bredth , or more if the Quill be thin and 

* ſoft ; which having done, it being fixed berw1xt your Thumb and rwo fingers, lying a quarter of an inch over your middle fin- 
gcrs cnd, enter the edge of your knife exactly cven in the back thereof , neither inclining one way nor other, and flit it with an 
cafie thruſt, aſter which, with anorher Quill pur therein, or the hafr of your knife, if ic be pointed for that purpoſe, you may by 
ewitching either lightly up, make a clear flir, holding your Thumb ar ſuch a diſtance as you intend it ſhall go. The beſt way 
for diſpatch and certainty is, to proportion rhefht by cutring off as much of the back as you think ſuperfluous, which done,you 
may faſhion the Nib by ſhaving down the fides 3 in doing which, rurn nor the edge of your knife to the inſide thereof : to finiſh 
ir, enter the knife Nloping , and give it an 1mmeclate turn down-right, ſo cur it off; the very en4 of the Nib will ſhine if it be 
truly cut, being held betwixt your cye and the lighr. To compleat your Pen with a month and cheeks, place your knife at a 
convenient diſtance on'the infide, and cur a piece aWay about halt through. Thus may you fit your ſelf with a weapon for the Work, 


How to hold the PEN, 


*Or that ir i5 impollible for a man to preſct ibe ſuch general and univerſal Rules of Art for rhis purpoſe,as ſhall comply with 
the nature of every ones hand, I therefore chooſe to dirett you to that way of holding the Pen , which Reaſon and much 
experience have induced me to believe to be the beſt way, which is this : Hold the Pen in your right hand berween the 

fore-finger the middle finger and rhe Thumb,with the hollow fide downward ; your Thumb being placed on the left fide high- 
ef}, and bowing ourward in the joint 3 your fore-finger next on the top of the Pen, inclining rowards the right fide,ſtraight and 
extending about a quarter of an inch from the end ot your Thumb,and ſomwhar further diſtanc from the end of the Nib. Laſtly, 
6n the right ſide of the Pen place your middle finger , about ſo much lower than the other as thatreaches from the end of your 
Thumb, which muſt alfo be pur forth near to 17s full lengch 3 then you muſt either lay the third finger over the little one in- 
ward,and reſt your hand on the little-finger as you write, or elſe lay the third finger a ſinall matter over the little one outward, 
and bath their cnds being fer on the paper , thercon move your hand as occaſion requires ; alwates obſcrying to hold the Pen 
gencly, becauſe a hard griping thereof will procure wearineſs, and hinder the freedom of your hand : alſo obterve to eat light- 
Ly on your Pen, giving tt tor a full ſtroke a greater, and for a ſmall a leſſer poize, Likewiſe obſerve , not to hear too great a 
ſtreſs on your arm as you write ; and that your hand be born upon the ends of your fingers with an cafie pulſe ; neicher hold 
your Pcn $00 upright ner treo floping, but let it reſt berwixt the ſecond and third jolar of your fore-finger,

' Keep a waſte papet-under your hand, on which to ny your Pen, and to keep thar clean whereon you write, which mui; ,. 
bias x y removed as occafion requires. You mnſt look on the Nib of your Pen before you write, leſt any hairs hang there 
or it he too full of Ink, thereby to keep your Writing from Blots and Blurs,

The beſt way how to ſit to Write, 


T will be much for conveniency of Writing, if you procure a Deſk made toaſcend from you floping, as the manner is, or elſe 
] a Board that may lie before you whercon to write, being ſo placed, before a good light which is fore-right, or elſe ſuch a one 
as comes on your left fide. I cover my Deſk with green, being it conduces to the preſervation of the ſight. Place your body 
right forward, ani fit upright, bearing your breaſt a (mall diſtance from the Deſk when you write. Keep your head the diſtance 
of a ſpan from the paper, and lay che book or ſheer of paper you write in ſtreight before yon. Turn not your head afide. Draw * 
in your right elbow, yet not cloſe to your body, and tnrn your hand a little ontward, or fiom you. Stray the paper with your 
left hand as you write, and permit nor that arm to lie roo far our. If it ſeerns croubleſom thus to place your body, you muſt by 
degrees bring your felf ro a compliance w:th theſe Rules , not fitring ſolong ar the firſt as may cauſe wearineſs, and diſcourage 
youfrom this moſt excellent way of fitting to write. 
Sit in Majeſtick pyſture, like a Prince , 
And let the Reaſon of theſe Rules convince. 


The compleateſt way of managing the PEN. 
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Fine you muſt rule your paper with double lines atſuch a diſtance one f:om another, as the Lerters are in depth which you | 


intend to write 3 it may be done with a ſmall pair of Compaſſes, or the Nib of a Pen being cnt off, you may make ir forked, 
like the firſt cut of a Pen, and with that rule tuch lines, which will be a boundary to your Letters , and keep their heads 
and feet even,which is a principal grace. This is done to the end that by uſe you may write ſtreight without lines. Your paper 
muſt lie ſtreight, as before, and your arm muſt lic even oyer the midft of the end thereof. You may with a black lead Pen 
firſt deſign your Lecters , or elſe with red Ink, and then with a fine Pen and clear Ink trace them over exattly : Thus do fo 
often till every Letter be perfectly impreſſed in your mind , and your hand be ready to produce their true ſhapes withour ſuch 
aſſiſtance, ever obſerving ro turn the Pen towards you, and apply the left corner thereof lightly, when hair-ſtrokes require to 
be made , and lay it right flat when you ſhould expreſs any Fulneſs. Turn your Pen towards the Edge when a Stroke begins 
ſmall, and incline it co a flat as the Stroke increaſes to a full. There are peculiar Graces to be given ro moſt Letters, eſpecially 
ro thoſe of Roman and Italian Hands, which the Pen will not naturally produce. On ſuch account we muſt be beholding to a 
more than ordinary Artifice. There beinga Natural and an Artificial Effet of the Pen, which are ſeldom by the ableſt Maſters 
both expreſſed to che life at one continued motion 3 we muſt therefore, by elaborate Ingenuity, make Arr and Nature help one 
another, by ſupplying the deficiencics of the ane with the ſufficiencies of the other. 
What thoſe Delicacies are, where they are refident, and how to be expreſſed, Induſtry end continuance of Pratice can beſt 


inform you, it would be improper for me to acquaint you with the Secrefies and ſublimities of Art, before you nnderitand the.

A $ in Nature, ſo in Art, there are Fountains and Oceans , from whence Rivulers and Streams are derived , and have their

xiſtence; this Aſſertion is fairly verified in relation to Art, by the SubjeR, or Ratids, on which I ſhall now treat, they 
* = flowingas Streams from divers Fountains, ſome of which are beyond the Alps, others on this fide, And we find Sol, the 
adinired Mundifier of Bodies, to be no leſs « Refiner of Sciences 3 and ſo much the more, by how much the nearer their prattice 
approaches his glorious preſence. This is proved by the rare Accompliſhments of Italians, as'to this curions Art, from whoſe 
ouriſhing Gardens, we have tranſplanted the choiceſt of our Flowers in this kind. We are obliged to chem thar our Hands are 
become ſo amiable, and ſo ſerviceable z our Secretary Hands having lately borrowed their luſtre and Gallanery from Italian, as 
appears in divers Copies of this Book ; and though we make their Letters deſcend ro a Compliance-with ours for Celerity and 
Ornament, , yer ſtil] they muſt retain very much of their Original Forms. The Letrers in' our Hands are generally more ſub- 
ſtancially bodied, and therefore of more duration. To make Italian Hand correſpond with onrs, we abate much of irs Eliptt- 
cal form , ir being more round and ſolid :' Yet in theſe mixed Hands we take a greater freedom , and expreſs theta with more 
Celeriry than our Original Secretaries, and lay them more ſlafting. 

It is now time to arrive at particulars, and inform yon how 'to write this Hand : And though the beſt Rules are good Exam- 
ples, with which I hope ic 1s your opinion that this ſmajl Book is competently turniſhed : My deſign being in its performance, 
Non tam multum, ſed tam bene. Yet notwithſtanding for your ſafe Convoy to the Territories of Perfetion, we accommodate you 
with Rules roo. Firſt, before you hegin to write after the joyned Copies, of this, or any other Hand , I -vould adviſe you ſo 
long ro imitate che ſmal and great Alphabets, till yours become a lively repreſentation of thoſe by which you write. And not 
only ſo, but I would wiſh you to practice by thoſe Letters firſt, whoſe Coherence or Affinity renders them helpfull one to the 
making of another, As for Example, of the (7) the (0) and the (/) very near all the Letters of the ſmall Alphabet are compo- 
ſed ; ſo thatif you make an (0) and adjom 2 minnum or (7) to the right fide thereof, it becoms an (a) ; if the (o) be affixed ro 
the right ſide of the (1) at the foot, it makes a (b) : bur for diſpatch, and the better ro join, the belly of the ſmal (65) in this 
Hand 1s open at the top, turning into it felf and returning from itſelf like the cop ofa ſmall (ov. Alſo if the ſtroke of the (0) be 
continued,and rurned a httle over the rop-line rowards the left, and draw through it ſelf, ir becorns an (e) ; half che (o)makes 
a (c) 3 ifa Stem in form of an (!) be compleatly drawn from it, and cloſed to the right fide thereof, it will then become a (4g) 
derived from Italian Hand.

Rules for ſet Secretary. 


AS for mixt Hands, ſo for this , che Conſideration of the Correſpondency of Letters , will facilitate your Pra&ice, and cons 
duce much to the ſpeedy attainment of this Hand , only you muſt have a ſpecial Regard to the right Foyning and Standing

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of your letters, no Hand requiring more Exattneſs than this in that regard, You muſt alſo fit the- Nib of yourFPen  «., 
ſame breadth as you intend the ſtrokes of your Letters, Yet not fo broad as the double-bodied Letters, viz. (f) and long (/) 
they being made with an extraordinaty Potze of the Hand. You muſt he very curious in keeping all Circular Letters to a like 
Dimenſion 4nd that the uniting, or hair-ſtrokes which go from one Letter ro another, be made with the Edge or lefr corner of 
the Pens Nib, ſo ſmall as to deſerve the denomination of Hair-ſtrobes, ' Be carefull alſo ro avoid Flatneſs in the firokes vf Ca- 
pay Lette:s, they for the moſt part depending on the form of a Circle, and let heir Full and Small be truly expreſſed, by 

aying the Pen to a flat for the one, and raiſing it on the Edge, and the left corner of the Nib, by ſuch degrees as the Faſhion 
of every Stroke, or part of a letter requires. The Writing-Maſters in Hoand(who are exquiſite | arknd wow of ſuch Hatids ) do 
teach their Scholars ſome few remarkable Touches and Strokes on which the whole Carriage of the Great and Small Letrers 
ſolely depends. Such area full Perpendicular or down-tight Line. A bending Oblique Line deſcending from the left to the 
right. As the Tailesof the (K) (2) (R) dc. Alſoa Circle giving it the Effefts of the Pen as they lyc in round Letters. 
Likewiſe the Quadrats, or Squares belonging to ſmall Letters : and how-to cnt them ne wy into Angles. In all which cill 
the:'Learner is admirably perfe& , hes not permitted ro make one entire Letter, but when by much Pra&tice he can deſign. 
chem, and ſome others rarcly well, Then they let him ſee how far he is advanced in the Arr, by the neceffity and uſe of ſome 
one or more of thoſe Particles and Strokes in every Letrer he makes. Thus I can pleafure my Conntry-men with their Excel- 
lent way of Teaching,':I wiſh that 'I could alſo enrich them with their Induſtry, and an effettion to'that way,” But the Itnpati- 
ent Parents of our Pupils would be unwilling to let their Children ſpend near a Moneth in the making oftheſe incroduttory 
Touches 3 but ſure I aw.,ir would be infinitely betrer than ro teach rhem the making of ſome things like Letcers in one day,and 
to joyn thoſe ſorry things together the next, as roo many pitifull Scriblers commonly do.

| tivity 3 And like them roo it is as much beholdingto Art as to Nature for the Gallantry of irs Beauty, Ir derives its 
ſhape from the Elipſis or Oval, than which Figure, not the vaſt Treaſury of Geometry can furniſh us with one thar mty 

be more pleaſing to the Eye, or ſo admirably applicable to rhis curious Art. There is not a Letter in rhis Hand, no, nor a part 
or Particle of any Letter therein, but 1s obliged ro the Oval for ſomthing of irs form ; Therefore the firſt Conſiderable I adviſe 
you to, in ofder to your Attainment of this Gallant Hand, is, that you would uſe your Hand fo long to the making of Ovals 
before you proceed further, rjll you can clearly and exa&tly command them. And firſt let them be of che ſame ſize with the 
ſmall (9) in that ſort of Jtaljan which you intend to write , placing them the ſame way as the Letters therein ought to lye. 
And yoil will find by the making of a confiderable Number, with reſpe& had to the curioſity of their ſhapes, that your Han4 
will be excellently prepared to encounter the greateſt Difficulties attendng the PraRice of Italian Letters. For thar not only 
moſt Letters, as (4) (4) (g) (0) (4) tc. doin a 1.anner wholly confiſt of this Stroke , bur (as I ſaid before) ofits form all 
Letters and their parts partake. After you have fully and complearly attained the Maſtery of this: 'raQiſe the Letters which 


have greateſt dependency thergon, as thoſe prewentioned. Next with diligent obſervance imitate the ſmall (i) that being the

When you write Joyning you muſt be very caretull in vniting of all Letters, which run naturally one to ar;other, by a waving 
Hair-ſtroke, made with the Edge of the Pen being lightly born, and obſerve when rwo ſtrokes cloze together, cauſed by a re- 
curn of the Pen, as in the hacks ofthe (a) (eg) (4) (9c. That the naturall ſulneſs be expreft, and in all ſtrokes ſo rerurning to 
whatſoever Letters they belong. And evermore when you take your Pen off at the finiſhing ofa Letter,hear your hand extream 
lightly. Obſerve In the ſhadowing of your C11cumvolvers, or the Oval formed top-ſtrokes of all Lerters, that by the ſame de- 
grees they riſe to a full, they muſt unperceivably incline ro a ſmall from the midſt thereof. ' As for the: diſtances you are ro ob- 
lerye for your Lines, Lette:'s, and Words, the Copies you wpite by will ſufficiently inform you, - and indeed in any thing elſe 
that may be furcher needfull in order to your acquiring the Hand : I ſhall cherefore put an end ro theſe Dire&ions,referring you 
for Theorems to the following Verſes, and wiſhing you as good ſncceſs as my ſelfhal, when a Praticioner.
